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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1987 was a year of transition for the Town of Newbury. Major changes in the com- 
position and leadership of the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board and Zoning Board 
of Adjustment tested our ability in handling increased work loads in town government. 
The new board members handled agendas and problems that did not exist in the past. 

In 1987, the Office of State Planning projected that Newbury will experience the se- 
cond largest rate of growth in the State of New Hampshire over the next 20 years. Pro- 
jections show that the population in town will triple between the yars 1986 and 2010. 
The Town of Newbury should realize that development and growth are here. The Town 
should monitor the growth and demand a high quality of development. 

The Zoning and Planning Boards are commended for their efforts in handling the in- 
creased workload that this rapid growth has forced on them. However, the consistent 
formulation and application of policy could become a problem due to constant change 
in membership of these boards and the growing difficulty of finding new members. 
Failure to recognize our civic responsibilities and lack of participation in town govern- 
ment could result in growth controlling us, rather than us controlling the growth. Our 
present problems with waste management and septage removal are just two areas of in- 
creased expense due to our growth. We should formulate long term solutions to these 
problems, and devise economic plans that will deal with them adequately. 

The education of our children is perhaps the most important issue we must deal with. 
It is our responsibility to prepare them for the future and ensure them a quality learning 
experience. The issue of who pays for education is one that must be dealt with fairly. 

It is the opinion of the present Board of Selectmen that the proposed change in the 
apportionment formula for arriving at the school tax is not fair. We urge you to control 
our costs and keep the current ratio. The new formula if instituted would have a 
dramatic affect on the increasing tax rate for the Town of Newbury. 

Throughout this transition year of 1987, the continued efforts of some of our 
residents brought about the achievements of a number of projects. The Personnel 
Review Committee submitted to the Selectmen a completed study which will help us for- 
mulate guidelines for town employees. The Cable T.V. Committee has completed their 
work and has enabled the Selectmen to negotiate a cable t.v. contract for the town. On- 
going efforts to obtain the Newbury School for town offices have been positive and we 
may in fact achieve this in 1988. The Site Plan Review Committee has been hard at work 
and has submitted their recommendations to the Planning Board. 

The Selectmen appreciate all who have contributed their time and efforts to the town. 
We urge all residents to get involved in whatever capacity they possibly can. This time of 
growth is an exciting time and a time we can all participate in to determine the future of 
Newbury.

Elementary School and also a drill organized by Bradford Fire Dept. 

The Newbury Rescue Unit was involved with a Medical Drill at Colby Sawyer College 
organized by the New London Hospital. 

The Newbury Rescue Unit and the Fire Boat were the main Medical support group at 
The National Triathalon for the fourth year at Sunapee State Park.

The State Legislature enacted our first Forest Fire Prevention Law (RSA 224). During 
the past ninety-plus years the law has remained virtually unchanged. All open fires, 
when the ground is not covered with snow, must be authorized by the local Forest Fire 
Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for 
damages caused, fire suppression cost, and are subject to a $1,000 fine. 

During 1987, 123 burn permits were issued by the Warden or his representative. In 
addition, there was also one seasonal permit, one written warning, and eight verbal 
warnings issued.

REPORT OF STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The three 
leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without written permis- 
sion of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact 
your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is 
needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest tax law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at 
(603) 271-2217. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting 
April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest land- 
owners.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Your Planning Board is responsible for directing the growth and guiding the develop- 
ment in Newbury. Our work encourages appropriate and wise use of land. 

Newbury is growing and developing as a community. In New Hampshire between 
now and the year 2010, according to Office of State Planning figures, Newbury will 
rank 2nd in growth with a predicted 216.33% increase in population. 

It is no coincidence that the two area towns next to 2nd ranked Newbury in predicted 
growth are Sunapee (23rd) and New London (60th). At the local growth center is Lake 
Sunapee. The March vote from the people of Newbury, who supported Shorefront 
Zoning by 200 to 67, indicates that our concern about development impact on the lake 
reflects your larger concern. 

More often now, the Planning Board finds itself questioning whether specific land 
lends itself to the development being proposed. Erosion control for hilly land, wetlands, 
drainage, and safety factors are repeatedly raised. Where roads and drainage could have 
an impact on abutters, the Board is seeking bonds in order to assure that plans will be 
completed. The Board is also asking developers of less suitable land to pay for an 
engineer to review specifications and then to supervise compliance. This provides for a 
neutral, qualified person who will officially oversee difficult sites without cost to the 
town. 

1987 meetings of the Planning Board heard 6 conceptual, 24 preliminary, and 12 
finals as well as 2 boundary disputes and 1 gravel pit question. In addition to the almost 
100 units pending from hearings last year, the Board in 1987 heard requests that could 
result in 208 buildable lots. Often hundreds of acres of land are discussed at one 
meeting; total 1987 acreage heard was 1017. Several developments are being presented 
in phases rather than all at once. The impact of such growth of town services and on 
cost of such services is readily apparent. Gone are the days of ‘‘simple subdivisions.’’ 

The Planning Board is drafting an application form for subdividers and will redraft 
the regulations so they are clear and specific about requirements such as road width, en- 
vironmental impact, beneficial use of common land, and fire safety. The Site Plan 
Committee of volunteers from the town has already begun such clarification. 

Two long-serving members of our Board, Harold Folsom and Laura LaPorte, re- 
signed this year. The gaps they leave remind us how much caring volunteers are achiev- 
ing in service to their town. 

Your comments at our August Public Discussion reacting to Shorefront District, 
balancing restrictions and use, excessive growth, and how aggressive the town should be 
about enforcement helped set our priorities. Please continue to communicate with 
members of the Planning Board about your questions, concerns, and suggestions. Plan- 
ning should not be reaction to the pressures of development but action patterned on 
designs envisioned by the townspeople. We want to continue to represent you as we face 
together the continuing growth of Newbury.

REPORT OF ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Board experienced a busy year with 29 public hearings, one of which is still pen- 
ding. Sixteen of the hearings were required in application for variances relative in some 
part to Article XVI, the Shoreland District. This new article has been a source of much 
debate. The balance of the public hearings were variances relative to various sections of 
Article V (11) and Special Exception Applications (2). With-these many opportunities to 
examine Our zoning ordinances the board has encouraged the rewriting of our or- 
dinances to more clearly state the intentions of the Master Plan. By doing this both the 
Board of Adjustment and the applicants will avoid some confusion. 

The increase of the number of applications has forced the Board to acquire secretarial 
assistance and to reexamine the fee arrangement. The Zoning Board of Adjustment was 
developed to be a self-supporting arm of our town government. Fees are structured to 
cover public hearing costs, but legal counsel costs are borne by the town. We have ex- 
perienced an increasing need to seek outside counsel. It is our hope that the rewriting of 
our ordinances will limit this expense drastically. 

Applications must be received by the first Friday of the month. Hearings are held on 
the third Wednesday of the month.

SCHOOL REPORT 


This past year saw the renovation of the Warner Elementary School and the comple- 
tion of the new Kearsarge Elementary School in Bradford. In January 1988, the Kear- 
sarge Elementary School in New London opened. All three schools are the result of the 
bond issue voted at the Kearsarge Regional School District Meeting two years ago. 
These new schools will help to alleviate the poor conditions and crowding that existed in 
the schools they replaced. 

What will happen with the old school buildings in Bradford and Newbury still re- 
mains a question. It is hoped that the Town of Newbury will have at least a partial use 
of the old Newbury Elementary School to help alleviate crowding that our town govern- 
ment is experiencing. What will happen with the Newbury School may have been re- 
solved by the time you read this. 

Increased growth and development in the entire Kearsarge School District is threaten- 
ing to continue increasing the budget in the future. The Town of Newbury is projected 
to be the second fastest growing community in New Hampshire, up to the year 2010. At 
that time, our population is predicted to be 3,000 to 3,500 people. Many of these will be 
school age children. All of this portends increased school budgets in future years. 

At issue on this years’ district warrant will be an article to amend the formula by 
which each towns costs to the district are computed. Currently, the articles of agreement 
stipulate a formula based on 75% student enrollment and 25% on the towns value in 
property. A study committee formed of residents from all towns in the district will pro- 
pose at the district meeting a new formula based on 50% student enrollment and 50% 
based on property values for each town in the district. The new formula will raise the 
school taxes to some towns and lower them in others. Guess where the Town of 
Newbury falls? It is important to note that if our town grows as predicted, the new for- 
mula could benefit us at some time in the future. 

In any event, it is vitally important to attend the Kearsarge Regional School District 
Annual Meeting this year and I hope everyone can attend. Voting at this years, meeting 
may be crucial and your vote could be a deciding factor on how these issues are 
resolved.

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REPORT OF THE LAKE SUNAPEE BUSINESS ASSOCIATION 


The Lake Sunapee Business Association (LSBA) is an organization of over 200 
members from 11 towns and cities whose common link is tourism. Our goal is to attract 
visitors to this region of New Hampshire for vacations, conferences, second home pur- 
chases nd residential relocation. 

The State of New Hampshire interfaces with the LSBA and other such organizations 
throughout the state via the Office of Vacation Travel (OVT). The Legislature has made 
over $800,000 available annually to OVT for promotion of the State’s vast vacation 
resources. A portion of these funds is allocated to regional organizations for their own 
promotional activities through the Matching Grants Program. Upon qualification, a 
regional organization can become eligible for ‘‘dollar-for-dollar’’ funding of their out- 
of-state advertising campaigns. 

The LSBA monies eligible for matching under the Matching Grants Program come 
from town appropriations, members’ dues, fund raising programs and brochure adver- 
tising revenues. As in previous years the LSBA applied for and was awarded with fun- 
ding for advertising through this program. In 1987 the LSBA received over $31,000 in 
such matching grants toward out-of-state advertising totaling $56,000. Since the LSBA 
began participating in the Matching Grant Program it has received $86,000 in state 
funds for these ad campaigns. This in affect has returned to our region $86,000 in taxes 
paid by our residents which would otherwise have gone elsewhere. 

In addition to out-of-state advertising programs the LSBA operates a lodging and in- 
formation service for the region with toll free calling from throughout New England, 
New York and New Jersey. Last year we also participated in mini-vacation promotions 
with WJJY-FM and WKXL-FM & AM. 

While most of the promotion done for the Sunapee Region focuses on hospitality and 
attractions, we can not forget the importance of the service related businesses which 
support the Lake Sunapee Business Association. These businesses (grocery stores, gift 
shops, gas stations, etc.) recognize the benefits of a strong tourist economy to compli- 
ment their local clientele. This recognition is shown through their strong support of the 
LSBA. 

The LSBA, with your assistance, looks forward to another successful year and is 
most appreciative of the financial and organizational support which it has received from 
Newbury and assures the residents that their tax dollars are being spent in a careful and 
worthwhile manner for the promotion of our region to out-of-state visitors and 
travelers.

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NEWBURY HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
Activities, 1987 


Having been incorporated only a year ago the Society began the year with 100 
members and $334.92 in the treasury. In January a special committee met with the 
Trustees of the Trust Funds to outline a plan of action for the repair of broken and 
fallen tombstones throughout town. In response to the proposal the town appropriated 
the sum of $1000 to establish a general maintenance fund. Other winter projects includ- 
ed printing several glass negatives donated to the Society and planning programs 
scheduled for later in the year. 

The general membership meeting held in June featured an interesting presentation on 
railroads arranged through the New Hampshire Council for the Humanities. After the 
program, copies of the annual newsletter were distributed and the following directors 
were elected: Tom Biuso, Martha Blake, Steve Cernek, Brenda Digilio, Harold Folsom, 
Tracy Messer, Mike Munroe, Alice Sandeen and Dick Wright. 

Society members devoted much of the summer to a long overdue cleaning of the 
Veteran’s Hall in anticipation of the dedication of the WW I/WW II plaque scheduled 
for Columbus Day weekend. Despite inclement weather and rustic conditions a good 
crowd attended the memorial program. It was also during the fall that the Society began 
the first of its historical workshops whereby interested persons meet the first Sunday of 
each month to share stories, old photos and memorabilia from Newbury of yesteryear. 
Those who attended learned about such curiosities as the Blodgett Complaint, a 
newspaper once published in town, and Col. Frederick G. King, the wealthy summer 
resident who mysteriously vanished in 1927 leaving his fortune in equal shares to his 
wife, ex-wife, and the woman he would have had as his wife. 

Our most recent accomplishment was the reprinting of ten old postcards featuring 
turn-of-the-century scenes from all around town. Each set sells for $2.50 and may be 
purchased through local merchants or through the Society. A successful sale will allow 
us to recoup the initial expense and substantially increase the treasury funds. Member- 
ship is also on the rise as we now have 123 persons in the Society all together. 

During 1987 the Society received several generous donations of historical significance 
including: an original history of Merrimack and Sullivan Counties, postcards and 
leaflets featuring the Wild Goose lodges, Lakewood Manor, and the old railroad sta- 
tion, as well as discarded gondola from the State Park. The acquisitions underscore the 
need for a permanent museum /archives in town. 

Two projects will dominate the coming year. First, the Society will continue to assist 
the Cemetery Trustees in the restoration and preservation of damaged tombstones. Se- 
cond, plans have been made to compile a pictorial book sketching the history of those 
homes and structures in town which were built before 1858. This ambitious project will 
include approximately 150 existing structures or cellar holes and will require con- 
siderable cooperation from residents to copy photographs and title searches and gather 
stories about those people who lived in town long ago. Notices will be circulated this 
spring detailing further information as to how anyone can participate in the preparation 
of this unique chronicle of our town’s past.

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In 1987 we did something a little different and kept records on every juvenile we had 
to deal with, not just those we planned to take to juvenile court. Juveniles are those per- 
sons who have not reached their 18th birthday. 

32 underage situations caught our official attention. At least 14 of them were alcohol 
related, one was a burglar, six were missing persons and one wrote a bad check. The 
other ten come under the miscellaneous heading. 

Juveniles age 16 or 17 cited for motor vehicle violations are treated like adults and do 
not reflect in the above statistics. None of the 32 juveniles we came across in 1987 were 
sent to juvenile court although, a couple of them know they are on thin ice. 

Our accident rate is up over that of 1986, not only in numbers of accidents but in their 
severity. We lost two people on our roads to fatal accidents. 
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As far as I am concerned, the damage, injury and death caused by auto accidents far 
exceeds the grief caused by criminals who steal and assault people. Worse yet, the vic- 
tims of car crashes are usually nice folks, productive members of society, often 
youngsters with a promising, happy future ahead. We’ll continue to monitor the 
motorists on our roads and hope we can keep our accidents at a minimum. 

We had 46 accidents in 1987, up about 20% over 1986, the worst year since I’ve taken 
office. Thefts have doubled and this sounds pretty horrendous but look at these 
statistics: 


Approximate value of property stolen in 1987: $54,300.00 | 
Approximate value of property recovered in 1987: $65,300.00 


A truck valued at $30,000.00, taken in another jurisdiction was found in Newbury. 
This accounts for the illusion that we are all Sherlock Holmes’ when it comes to getting 
stolen property back to the owner. 

Theft victims can’t always give us a value on their stolen property and we make an 
estimate for our reports. 

We answered a few more calls for service in 1987 but generally our activity fluctuated 
only a little. 

I thank the taxpayers for funding a full time officer. He is making a difference. 

Weare still a part time department and unable to provide an on-duty officer around 
the clock. We do have someone on patrol or on-call almost every hour of every day. For 
those times when no one is available we continue to depend on the State Police to han- 
dle any emergencies.

TOWN WELFARE REPORT 


Nineteen eighty-seven was a relatively quiet year for welfare assistance in Newbury. I 
attended most of the monthly Welfare Director’s meetings and in comparison Newbury 
has very light welfare activity. What we do have on a smaller scale is the same problems 
larger communities face on almost crisis proportion — the unaffordable housing situa- 
tion in New Hampshire. The average state-wide rent is currently $525.00 per month, no 
utilities. The State AFDC allowance for housing assistance was increased last year to 
$228.00 per month. Thus towns are subsidizing a large portion of rents and utility ex- 
penses. This is less expensive than having clients evicted and spending the cost of setting 
up a new housing situation (if one could be found — many communities report less than 
1% vacancy rate in rental properties). 

The Municipal Association Local Welfare Director’s Organization continues to sup- 
port State legislation that would raise the basic level of living standards at a time when 
we are facing continual cutbacks, especially on the Federal level.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$12,000.00 for the purchase of a 1987 Police Cruiser and for the changeoever of equip- 
ment from one car to the other, and authorize the amount of $6,000.00 to be withdrawn 
from the Police Department Capital Reserve Fund, with the balance of $6,000.00 to be 
raised by taxation. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 18 as read. Discus- 
sion followed. Article 18 passed. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$12,000.00 for the purchase of a 1987 Police Cruiser and for the changeover of equip- 
Maintenance Trust Fund. The Board of Selectmen and Cemetery Trustees will be agents 
of the Town and shall have authority to expend principal and interest for purposes of 
maintaining town cemetery monuments. Funds shall be in the hands of the Trustees of 
Trust Funds. The Selectmen and Cemetery Trustees shall have the authority to accept 
private donations to this fund. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 19 as 
read. Article 19 was passed. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following salary schedule for 
the position of Town Clerk/Tax Collector, effective January 1, 1988.

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will approve the following ordinance which shall 
take effect upon its passage by the Town Meeting; No person, except a person driving 
an emergency vehicle, shall stop, stand or park a vehicle in any parking place, whether 
on public or private property, specially designated for the physically handicapped by 
means of a sign stating that the space is reserved for the physically handicapped or 
displaying the wheelchair symbol, as defined in RSA 275-C:9,I(a), unless that person 
has special number plates, a number plate decal or a tag or card issued pursuant to RSA 
261:86, 87, or 88. The registered owner of a vehicle parked in violation of this ordinance 
shall be prima facie responsible for such violation. The fine for this offense shall be no 
less than $25.00 and no more than $100.00. Motion was made and seconded to adopt 
Article 21 as read. Article 21 passed. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$45,000.00 for the purchase of a front end loader, and authorize the withdrawal of the 
amount required from the Highway Department Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. Mo- 
tion was made and seconded to adopt Article 22 as read.

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ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to accept 1900 feet of the new road of 
Botehlo and Fabiani Developers on Ledge Hill, known as Brookside at Newbury, sub- 
ject to approval of the Road Agent and Board of Selectmen.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to set future 
salaries, wages, hours and benefits for all non-elected town employees, with considera- 
tion given to advice of department heads, Municipal Association, Personnel Review 
Committee and any other available sources. Motion was made and seconded to adopt 
Article 25 as read. Discussion followed. Article 25 was passed. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$7,500.00 for renovations to the Blodgett Landing Fire House. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 26 as read. Article 26 was passed. 

ARTICLE 27. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 for the exemption for the 
blind from property tax? This statute provides that every inhabitant who is legally blind 
shall be exempt each year from the property tax on a residence to the value of 
$15,000.00 (By Petition). Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 27 as read. 
Article 27 was passed. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to establish, pursuant to RSA 31:19a, a 
Dock Maintenance Trust Fund, and to transfer the balance as of 12/31/86 of 
$16,484.81, plus accumulated interest, presently in the Dock Repair Capital Reserve 
Fund to this Expendable Trust. The Board of Selectmen will be agents of the Town and 
shall have authority to expend principal and interest for purposes of maintaining town 
docks. Funds shall be in the hands of the Trustees of Trust Funds. Motion was made 
and seconded to adopt Article 28 as read. Article 28 was passed. 

ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,500.00 for Dock Maintenance Trust Fund. Motion was made and seconded to adopt 
Article 29 as read. Article 29 was passed. 

ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to establish, pursuant to RSA 31:19a, a 
Town Building Maintenance Trust Fund, and to transfer the balance as of 12/31/86 of 
$10,608.89, plus accumulated interest, presently in the Town Building Capital Reserve 
Fund to this Expendable Trust. The Board of Selectmen will be agents of the Town and 
shall have authority to expend principal and interest for purpose of maintaining town 
buildings. Funds shall be in the hands of the Trustees of Trust Funds. Motion was made 
and seconded to adopt Article 30 as read. Article 30 passed. 

ARTICLE 31. To seeif the Town will vote to raise the salary of the Overseer of Public 
Welfare from $300.00 to $500.00 annually, effective January 1, 1988. Motion was made 
and seconded to adopt Article 31 as read. Article 31 passed. 

ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the town’s representatives to the 
Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no low level radioactive waste from 
the Seabrook Nuclear Plant shall be stored or disposed of within this Town of Newbury 
unless and until the proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approved 
by the voters of the town at the annual Town Meeting by written ballot. Motion was 
made and seconded to adopt Article 32 as read. Motion was made and seconded to 
amend Article 32 to read as follows: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the town’s 
representatives to the Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no radioactive 
waste shall be stored or disposed of within this Town of Newbury unless and until the 
proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the 
town at the annual Town Meeting by written ballot. Motion to amend Article 32 passed. 
Motion to vote on amended Article 32 passed. 
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ARTICLE 33. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

PROPOSED ARTICLE XVI 
SHORELAND DISTRICT 


All lakes are essentially fragile. In order to protect Newbury lakes, actual use of lakeside 
lots is being limited through the establishment of a Shoreland District. The limitation 
contained herein take precedence over previously permitted uses. 

A. The Shoreland District extends to a line four (4) feet in elevation above or three 
hundred (300) feet inland from normal high water level, whichever is the greater 
distance, on all lakes and ponds over ten acres. 

B. 1. Every new dwelling shall have a lake shore frontage of not less than two hun- 
dred (200) feet and a lot area of not less than two (2) acres. 

2. Buildings shall not be located nearer than fifteen (15) feet to an abutter’s pro- 
perty line and thirty (30) feet from the edge of a public right of way. 

3. A building and septic system will be set back a minimum of seventy-five (75) 
feet from mean high water. 

4. The Planning Board may require greater than seventy-five (75) feet setback 
from mean high water of building and septic system according to the suitability of the 
shoreland. 

C. Any alteration or expansion of any dwelling or other structure within the 
Shoreland District shall require zoning compliance and a permit from the Building In- 
spector. Before a permit may be issued, the following conditions must be met. 

1. The applicant shall supply a certificate of inspection from a qualified sanitary 
professional certifying that the existing septic system is adequate for the proposed use 
and that the system meets current standards of the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission. 

If the existing system is found to be inadequate, a system approved by the Water 
Supply and Pollution Control System shall be installed before a building permit is 
issued. 

2. The applicant must demonstrate that site conditions and land area are ade- 
quate for installation of a replacement sewage disposal system should the existing 
system malfunction or fail. 

D. A buffer zone of at least twenty (20) feet in depth of natural shoreland landscape 
will be required along the shoreland. The preservation of vegetation on the shoreland is 
important both for protection of the lake and control of erosion. 

E. Development plans for boating systems shall be submitted to the Planning Board 
for review prior to making application to the New Hampshire Wetlands Board for a 
permit. Wetland Board criteria shall determine standards for approval. 

F. Impact studies funded by the developer may be required in order to indicate that 
development will not be detrimental either to the lake or to the land. 

G. 1. Lots within the Shoreland District shall not be used for the purpose of granting 
deeded rights or access to resident of multiple-unit and/or non-waterfront properties, 
regardless of location of such properties. 

2. Rights to gain shoreland access shall not be created or attached to any real 
estate. Shoreland access shall be gained only in accordance with the standards set below 
and subject to Planning Board approval. 

Shoreland common areas for access by non-shoreland development shall: 

a. contain a minimum of two (2) acres. 

b. have a minimum of two hundred (200) feet of shorefront for the first dwell- 
ing unit and an additional thirty (30) feet of shorefront for each additional dwelling unit 
more than one. 

c. contain no building other than toilet and changing facilities. 

d. separate boating areas from swimming areas by natural or made dividers 
and mark the separation. 
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e. provide parking areas of three hundred (300) square feet per dwelling unit 
for each dwelling unit located more than % mile from the shoreland common area. 
Parking areas shall be set back a minimum of seventy-five (75) feet from normal high 
water level. A buffer of natural vegetation or the facilities permitted within the 
shoreland area shall be maintained between the shore and the parking area. 

f. provide toilet facilities approved by the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission. 

H. Sections C of Articles V and VI are replaced by Article XVI.
